Part of the proceeds from the “Three- 
Alarm Ball’, the miniature Iron Lungs 
distributed throughout the county, and 
the Porch Light Brigade which will he 
held here and across the nation the 
night of Jan. 31, will be used to help 
the Foundation produce the life-saving 
vaccine.

STUDENTS’ DAY 


Five SAC students visited the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology today 
for its second annual Students’ Day. 
They were nivited along with approxi-. 
mately 1,000 students chosen from 130 
schools throughout Southern California. 


A day-long program was planned by 
Caltech faculty and under-graduates 
for the visitors. It was designed to give 
them an idea of what scientists and 
engineers do, the laboratories in which 


they work and the problems they ‘are 
attempting to solve. 


Vital Role 


Caltech President Lee A. DyBridge 
noted in his greeting to the guests that 
they were living in a world in which 
science and engineering have played 
a vital role. Its future, he said, “will 
be profoundly affected by work now 
going on in the laboratories of pure 
and applied science. 


“The scientist and engineer will play. 
an even more important role in the fu- 
ture development of our civilization 
than in the past. We hope that after 
today you will have a better insight 
into what science and engineering lab- 
oratories are like.” 


Tours Conducted 


Students’ Day began at 9 am. with 
three hours of touring through the 
various laboratories of the institute. In 
them were set up some 45 exhibits and 
demonstrations representing all the ma- 
jor divisions of science and engineer- 
ing. They included demonstrations of 
radioactivity, the arc melting of titani- 
um in a helium atmosphere, earthquake 
motions, engine testing, microwave 
radio and radar, microscopic study of 
tissue-thin rock sections, high energy 
machines for nuclear physics studies, 
high speed motion ‘of solid bodies in 
water, the electronic analog computer, 
a jet plane, and a one-tenth scale op- 
erating model of the 200-inch telescope 
of the Palomar observatory. 


Luncheon and Lectures 


Visiting students lunched with Cal- 
tech undergraduates at the students’ 
houses and were addressed by Dr. Du- 
Bridge and by David Hanna, the stu- 
dent body president. 


Demonstration lectures on such ‘topics 
as crystal structure, knock in the auto- 
motive engine, aeronutics, biology, cos- 
mic rays, high voltage and the proper- 
ties of liquid air were added attractions 
on the afternoon frogram. It included 
also a debate between Caltech and the 
University of Redlands. 


The five students who visited Caltech 
from SAC were: Hugh Staten, Roy 
Berry, Harold R. Caldwell, Robert Gay- 
Jord, and Ronald Dozier.
